This,  the  most  celebrated,  perhaps,  of  all  Miiller's  works,  was  painted 
in  1843.  It  was  successively  in  the  collections  of  Mr.  C.  Birch, 
Mr.  Gillott,  and  Mr.  Heugh. 

"  This  picture  is  so  powerful  and  yet  so  brilliant  in  colour,  that  it  has 
been  described  as  shining  out  like  '  a  tray  of  jewels.'  The  principal 
light  is  thrown  on  the  two  chess-players,  seated  cross-legged  on  a  mat 
to  the  left;  one  of  them  is  dressed  in  a  white  turban  and  red  caftan 
and  is  calmly  smoking  a  hookah,  attended  to  by  a  little  black  slave ; 
the  other  has  a  green  dress  and  yellow  turban,  and  is  supported  by 
another  turbaned  figure,  attired  in  a  dark-red  robe.  Behind  these  are 
other  figures  in  rich  dresses  ;  one,  clad  in  blue- black  of  the  deepest  dye. 
gives  relief  to  the  others.  On  a  bench  near,  an  Arab  is  seated,  eating 
from  a  metal  dish,  with  a  small  charcoal  fire  by  his  side  ;  above  a 
Moorish  building  rises  up  in  the  dark-brown  shadow  ;  it  is  pierced  with 
an  arch,  through  which  distant  figures,  buildings,  and  palm  trees  are 
seen  :  and  a  bit  of  deep  intense  blue  sky  above.  The  effect  of  light  on 
the  white  turban  of  the  negro,  and  on  the  golden  hookah,  gives  point  to 
the  whole  group.  The  stand  on  which  the  chess-board  is  placed  is  very 
picturesque,  being  of  a  species  of  wicker-work.  To  the  right  of  the 
picture,  a  pleasant-looking  young  man  in  a  graceful  yellow  robe  is 
standing  near  a  grim,  middle-aged  Turk,  and  forms  a  good  contrast.  In 
the  distance,  on  this  side,  are  some  Egyptian  buildings  with  towers, 
under  the  shade  of  which  a  camel  and  camel-drivers  are  reposing." —

Mr.  Birch  gave  this  picture  in  exchange  with  Mr.  Gillott  for  the 
"  Mercury  and  Argus  "  by  Turner.  At  Mr.  Gillott's  sale  in  1872  it  sold 
for  £3950,  and  was  bought  for  Mr.  John  Heugh,  at  whose  sale  in  1874 
it  fetched  £4052,  passing  then  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Bolckow.

This  picture  was  painted  in  1749,  on  Hogarth's  return  from  his 
memorable  journey  to  France  in  the  previous  year. — The  following  is 
an  extract  from  Hogarth's  own  account  as  given  in  John  Ireland's 
'Hogarth  Illustrated,'  3  vols.  (London,  1791-8). 

"  As  I  was  sauntering  about  and  observing  them,  near  the  gate  which 
it  seems  was  built  by  the  English,  when  the  place  was  in  our  possession, 
I  remarked  some  appearance  of  the  arms  of  England  on  the  front. 
By  this,  and  idle  curiosity,  I  was  prompted  to  make  a  sketch  of  it ; 
which  being  observed,  I  was  taken  into  custody;  but  not  attempting 
to  cancel  any  of  my  sketches  or  memorandums,  which  were  found  to 
be  merely  those  of  a  painter  for  his  private  use,  without  any  relation 
to  fortification,  it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  send  me  back  to  Paris." 
(It  seems  doubtful  from  later  authorities  whether  he  ever  went  there). 
"  I  was  only  closely  confined  to  my  own  lodgings,  till  the  wind  changed 
for  England :  where  I  no  sooner  arrived,  than  I  set  about  the  picture ; 
made  the  gate  my  background ;  and  in  one  corner  introduced  my  own 
portrait,  which  has  been  generally  thought  a  correct  likeness,  with 
the  soldier's  hand  upon  my  shoulder.  By  the  fat  friar,  who  stops  the 
lean  cook  that  is  sinking  under  the  weight  of  a  vast  sirloin  of  beef, 
and  two  of  the  military  bearing  ofT  a  great  kettle  of  soup  maigre,  I 
meant  to  display  to  my  own  countrymen  the  striking  difference  between 
the  food,  priests,  soldiers,  &c,  of  two  nations  so  contiguous,  that  in  a 
clear  day  one  coast  may  be  seen  from  the  other.  The  melancholy  and 
miserable  Highlander,  browzing  on  his  scanty  fare,  consisting  of  a  bit 
of  bread  and  an  onion,  is  intended  for  one  of  the  many  that  fled  from 
this  country  after  the  rebellion  in  1744  [5]." 

When  it  stood  complete  on  the  easel,  it  by  accident  toppled  over, 
and  it  fell  on  a  nail  which  penetrated  the  canvas  just  above  the  pinnacle 
of  the  Gate.  Finding  that  he  could  not  otherwise  make  good  the 
damage,  Hogarth  hid  the  scar  by  painting  the  raven  we  see  flutter- 
ing in  hungry  expectation  of  a  share  in  the  huge  piece  of  beef  which 
has  been  brought  ashore  from  a  British  packet,  and  is  directed  to 
Madame  Grandsire  the  hotel-keeper  whose  house  was  affected  by  the 
English  in  Calais  of  that  day. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  add  anything  to  this  description  of  Calais  Gate, 
save  that  Mr.  Pine,  the  engraver,  sat  for  the  "  fat  friar,"  and  that  the 
painter's  friend,  Theodosius  Forrest,  made  a  cantata  on  the  subject. 
One  of  the  French  soldiers  long  served  as  a  heading  to  recruiting 
advertisements. 

"  The  Roast  Beef  of  Old  England"  was  purchased  from  the  artist  by 
the  First  Earl  of  Charlemont. 

This  renowned  picture  was  amongst  the  contributions  of  the  Artist 
to  the  Exhibition  of  the  "  Society  of  Artists  of  Great  Britain ''  in  the 
Great  Room  in  Spring  Gardens,  Charing  Cross,  which  opened  May  9th, 
1761,  being  the  second  public  Exhibition  of  the  kind  held  in  this 
country.  It  was  numbered  44  in  the  Catalogue.  The  picture  was  lent 
by  the  Earl  of  Charlemont  to  the  Leeds  Exhibition  in  1868  ;  and  to  the 
Winter  Exhibition  at  Burlington  House  in  1875  by  Mr.  Bolckow.

— Among  the  various  objects  which  occupy 
the  front  are  a  peacock,  lying  on  a  table,  a  pie  is  placed  on  a  stool,  and 
two  pans  on  a  chopping  block.  In  front  of  these  are  a  quarter  of 
mutton,  a  quantity  of  fish,  and  several  birds  lying  on  the  ground.  A 
grindstone,  with  a  broom  placed  against  it,  are  at  the  side.  Farther  in 
the  room  is  a  man-cook,  standing  at  a  table,  trussing  a  fowl;  and 
beyond  him  area  man  and  a  woman,  busy  at  a  large  fire,  &c. — Smith's 
Catalogue  BaisonnC  (No.  228),  Part  III.,  page  322.
